Abundant Food and Protection From 
Cold Essential To Strong Colonies 
During the winter months there 

is little or no activity within a bee 
colony, for during the cold weather 
the only matter of concern to the bees | 
is to secure enough food and to keep 
warm. 

Sometime last fall the queen ceased 
her egg-laying, and as the combs be- 
came empty of brood they were filled 
with food for ‘the ,winter. As the 
weather became cool the bees grad- | 
ually clustered closer and closer | 
around their queen until finally a 
fairly compact cluster was formed, 
and, except during an occasional spell 
of warm weather, this cluster may re- | 
main unbroken for a period of five or |

Dear Sister and Broéther-in-law: 

How are you? We have rot heard 
from you since a year. If you are 
well, give God thanks for your health. 
We have nothing to eat here. If God 
will take our three children all in one 
night we will give thanks. We have 
to die all from hunger. It was a bad 
crop. Rain all the time. Three times 
we planted potatoes and all spoiled. 
If we could keep our little bit we could 
get something to eat, but we have to 
give it away. I can’t write you all 
like itis here.’..,. Many people die 
from hunger. We had a few bushels 
of rve for flour and my husband had 
to go away. for one month for Bol- 
shevik training and they steal all our 
flour. We had this winter no bread, 
just'eat potatoes one time a day.

SWEET CLOVER FOR SEED 

Perhaps the greatest loss the grow- 
er Of sweet clover séed sustains is 
of dirty seed. A crop containing few 
| weed. seeds when threshed can readily 
‘he cleaned. .On the other hand,, it is 
| impossible to clean up seed foul with 
j}weeds by ,use of the average. farm 
cleaning equipment and expect to 
make money by the sale of seed or to 
have a No. 1 sample for home.use. 

This crop may either be seeded 
broadcast or in rows. On all Domin- 
ion Illustration Stations in Manitoba 
it is broadcast Binge this is the most 
practical method. * Best results are 
being obtained by ‘operators who seed 
with wheat on clean summer-fallow. 
On one Station clean crops have been 
grown when the seed is put in with 
oats on stubble ploughed land. The 
oats are cut in July for greenfeed at 
which time many weeds are. removed. 
This practice also gives the clover a 
better chance to become firmly es- 
tablished, When sowing in rows two 
to three feet apart the grower must 
be prepared to do considerable hand 
hoeing and cultivating to ensure a 
clean crop. When using this method, 
stubble land can be utilized. It can 
be fallowed until July at which time 
the seed is sown. Subsequent har- 
rowing, cultivating and weed'ng will 
be necessary to keep the crop clean, 
Tf this is well done a clean crop the 
next year is practically assured. The 
disadvantage to a crop in rows is that 
it usually grows tall and strong and 
presents difficulty when marventlng 
and threshing. 

If the crop is firmly established, it 
fis beneficial to clip it back when it 
is ten inches high. This not only re- 
moves weeds but induces the clover 
plants to branch more with the re- 
sult that the crop will be skorter and 
finer, making it easier. to cut and 
thresh. On many farms hay is taken 
in July and the second crop left for 
seed. This is not a_ wise practice 
however, unless the season is early 
and the hay can be removed at least | 
during the early days of Ju'y. On 
several Illustration Station farms 
clean crops of seed have been produc- 
ed after pasturing the field ‘during 
the spring and early summer. 

It is not always an easy matter to 
decide which is the most advantage- 


{ous time to cut a seed crop of clover, 


The, natural desire of the grower is 
to harvest when most of the seed, can 
be secured in a well ripened state. Ey- 
en at this stage some seed will have 
fallen, some will still be green while 


‘| there may be flowers on the apex of 


the stem. A fairly safe guide, how- 
ever, is to draw a raceme or seed 
stalk through the hand firmly, and if 
most of the seed detaches readily the 
crop should be cut. ‘ ‘ 
After the seed is threshed, it should 
he fanned to remove all trash, and to 
separate hulled from unhulled seed. 
Following this, the unhulled seed can 
be through a plate grinder to remove 
hulls. If the plates are sharp and |
